ASHINGTON, March 5.—The 
President sent a message to 
Congress today accompanying 
plans for coast defenses prepared by 
a joint board of army and navy offi- 
cers in which he emphasized the 
ty for further defenses, and 
reviews the higtory of the defensive 
works in this country. | 

The President calls special attention 
to the recommendation of the board 
that the entrance to Chesapeake Bay 
be added to the list of places in the 
United States to be defended. He says 
the insular possessions cannot be 
longer neglected, if the United States 
desires to hold them. 

Defenses are recommended for 
Manila Bay, Pearl Harbor, Guanta- 
namo, Guam, San Juan and Honolulu 
because of their strategic location. 
Defenses are recommended for the en- 
trances to the Panama Canal. 

AN OLD STORY. 

The message says: 

“Our coast defenses as they existed 
in 1860 were not surpassed in efficiency 
by those of any country, but in a few 
years the introduction of rified cannon 
and armor in the navies of the world, 
against which the smooth-bore guns 
were practically useless, rendered them 
obsolete. For many years, no at- 
tempt was made to remedy the de- 
ficiencies of these seacoast fortifica- 
tions. There was no establishment in 
the country equipped for the manufac- 
ture of high-power rifled guns. There 
was no definite adopted policy of coast 
defense, and Congress was reluctant to 
undertake a work, the cost of which 
could not be stated, even approxi- 
mately, and the details had not ad- 


vanced—so far as could be ascertained

CALL AT APRA. 


TRANSPORTS ON WAY TO PwIL- 
IPPINES IN NUMBER. 
— — 
Rush of Army Business Such That 
Guam ts Suffering for Stores. 
Gold at Current Rates Re-lieves 
Critical Financial Situation—New 
Sanitary Regulations. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


AGANA (Guam) Jan. 26, via San Fran- 
cisco, March 5.—The past three weeks 
have been marked by an unusual nu'n- 
ber of vessels visiting the harbor of 
Apra. Following the army transport 
Logan, January 5, came the transport 
Lawton, January 11, and the Concord, 
January 19. The transport Sherman is 
expected tomorrow and the Lawton 
will return from Manila during the fol- 
lowing week. The Japanese schooners 
Tori Maru and Chomei Maru also ar- 
rived. 

None of these vessels brought pas- 
sengers for Guam and very little 
freight or stores, in consequence of 
which the colony feels the shortage 
of provisions. In fact, the rush of 
army business in the Philippines has 
made the transportation of goods for 
this island almost out of the question 
and as there is no other regular line 
of steamers it is becoming a very seri- 
jous question how to tain necessary 
food and material. While here, the 
Concord took on 300 tons of coal from 
the Nanshan. The Concord, on the 
evening before her arrival, while some 
200 miles east of Guam, broke her 
high-pressure piston-rod and was de- 
layed some hours. Despite this fact, 
she made the trip from Honolulu in 
twelve hours less than the usual trans- 

time. It was, hoped that the com- 
ing of the Lawton and the C 
would give a fair chance to test the 
new wireless station but the results 
obtained were by no means satisfac- 
tory. 

FINANC IN. GOOD SHAPE. 

The finances of the island are in bet- 
ter condition than they have been for 
some years past, due to large recent 
importations and stimulated trade, The 
treasury balance has increased at the 


rate of $2500 (Mexican) per month, dur- 
ing the last six months. The situation 
was, however, up to a few days ago, 
critical for the reason that the estab- 
lished currency of the island (Mexican) 
was so scarce on account of large ship- 
ments by the Japanese that insuffi- 
clent gold remained in circulation to 
pay the taxes and import dues. This 
situation was relieved January 11 by 
the receipt of a cablegram from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, through the Secretary 
of the Navy, permitting gold to be re- 
ceived at current rates by the island 
government.

CLARK WINS CASE 


LAND PATENTS. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


ASHINGTON, March 5.—United 

States Senator Clark of Mon- 

tana won the case against him in 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in which the government sought 
to have canceled patents to 11,400 acres 
of public lands in Montana, which were 
alleged to have been fraudulently se- 
cured. The opinion in the case was 
delivered by Justice Holmes, and up- 
held the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peais for the Ninth Circuit. Justices 
Harlan and Brown dissented. 

This was a civil proceeding instituted 
by the government against Senator 
Clark to secure the cancelation of the 
patents to land issued under the tim- 
ber and stone act. The charge made 
by the government in its bill of com- 
plaint was that the patents were fraud- 
ulently secured, and it was further set 
forth that about eighty of the patentees 
are now under indictment in the Mon- 
tana courts. It was asserted that Sen- 
ator Clark had entered into a contract 
to purchase the land before the patents 
were granted, and that he had known 
or had good reason to know that the 
proceeding was fraudulent. The govern- 
ment charged that Clark was not a 
-bona fide purchaser, but the courts be- 
low, including the Court of Appeals. 
took the contrary view, holding that 
the issuance of patents had the effect 
of converting his purchase of an equilts 
into a purchase of title. The printed 
record in the case covered 7000 pages. 

In his opinion Justice Holmes said: 
“The United States is attempting to 
upset a legal title. In order to do that, 
it must charge Clark with notice of the 
original frauds. The fact that Clark, 
while he has a merely equitable or per- 
sonal claim against the government, 
held it subject to any defect to which 
it might have whether he knew it or 


| 


not, was not equivalent to notice 


of 
the defect. It is recognized in the 

of March 3, 1901, that there may digg 
bona fide purchaser before the patent 
issues. The title, when conveyed, re- 
lated back to the date of the original 
entries. Therefore, actual notice must 
be proved. But so far as actual 
knowledge or notice on the part of 
Clark is concerned, both the courts be- 
low found in explicit terms that the 
proof failed. We perceive no sufficient 
reason for departing from the rule that, 
except in a few clear cases where both 
courts have concurred, we do not dis- 
turb their findings of fact. There is 
nothing sufficient to show that Clark 
had actual knowledge of the arrange- 
ment by which Cobban (the man 
through whom Clark made his pur- 
chase) got the lands.“

When asked why he set the fires 
Brain laughed in his peculiar way and 
aid he liked te see the engines, answer 
arms, and that it was fun to watch 
the fires burn. He denies any respon- 
si>ility for any blazes except the ones 
specifie® Not only does Brain ‘confess 
to being a firebug but admits being a 
degenerate. He is the son of Samuel 
Brain, aesistant business manager of 
the Chicago Daily News. 

He is about 18 years old but is a 
wreck mentally and physically. He has 
an impediment in his speech and trem- 
Dies So when de talks that it i« very 
hard to understand him. He absolutely 
Génied knowledge of any or the fires 
until yesterday when he learned that 
the police were in on of the in- 
formation that he had caused a fire in 
Chicago. The circumstantiat evidence 
Pied up so high that Brain told the 
Officers he would teil the trutn. 

Last spring Brain came to this sec- 
tion from Chicago to make his home 
with his brother, Albert E. Brain of 
Edendale, who is an art-glass designer. 
Until about three weeks ago James T. 
Brain lived with his brother and was 
regularly employed, but suddenly dis- 
appeared and Mrs. Brain, his sister-in- 
law. appealed to the police for aid in 
finding the boy. After the arrest 
the suspect the young man’s brother 
immediately employed Attorney Wide- 
man to look out for his case.

SETTLED CASES 
OUT OF COURT. 


— 


William Nelson Cromwell 
Famous for Methods. 


Changed “Trusts” to Legiti- 
mate Corporations, 


Received Fees Amounting to 
Many Millions. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Am I amus- 
ing?“ asked the lawyer in the zeal of 
his subject, nervously tramping back 
and forth, while he talked, in the - 
brary of a Senator, at one of his turns 
at the head of the room, when he saw a 
smilie on the Senator's face. 

Far from it.“ was the reply. ‘‘I was 
only wondering how large a hall would 
be necessary if you had twelve men on 
this jury instead of one.“ 1 

The Senator was Marcus A. Hanna, 
the lawyer was William Nelson Crom- 
well, and the subject of their discourse 
was the Panama Canal. .Up to that 
time Mr. Cromwell's name was an un- 
identified jingle of sound in the ears of 
the world which reads the newspapers 
and yet he was one of the most extraor- 
dinary men in the United States—ex- 
traordinary in talents, ethics and 
achievements. Wall street had known 
him for years—Wall street with a cem- 
etery at one end in mute op ition to 


terial things. 
SHADOW OF WALL STREET. 
There he had worked all his life and 
in its very shadows had lodged and 
lived. His fees alone, had they been 
known, would have made him famous. 
But he sneered at fees as a means to 
an end and banished them from his con- 
versation. The intellect behind some 
of the mightiest of trusts, as great ag- 
gregations of capital are now loosely 
called, he had toiled in silence with no 
thought of the tawdry dramatics which 
are so necessary to vulgar men. A rev- 


olutionist in the practice of law, kick- 


ing traditions out-of-doors and estab- 
lishing new princigles in his profession, 
he had been a tremendous and whole- 
some influence upon the heart and 
brain of the nation’s one dominating 
center of business. 

Suddenly the country, its mind full 
of stocks, sports and politics, its ear 
and eye accustomed to the same old 
sounds and the usual parade of names, 
became conscious that William Nelson 
Cromwell was the American attorney 
for the Frenchmen who had hoped to 
dig a canal across Panama. He had 
been put into print along with race 
— politicians and patent medi- 
eines. 

But Panama was only an incident in 
his career. He had been counsel for 
the receivers and the Reorganization 
Committee of the Northern Pacific 
Railway and had seen the shares in 
that property increase in 


Furthermore, he 
lawyers who had taken the furnaces, 
mills, mines and railways of Andrew 
Carnegie and others and made them 
over into the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 
CURES FINANCIAL ILLS. 

He had mended broken banks and 
repaired insolvent factories. In short, 
he had been physician-in-chief to many 


‘Impoverished and desolate concerns 


and had cured them all and speedily, 
and speed is his specialty. In no in- 
stance had he ever taken an abandoned 
ruin and failed to pay its debts and to 
change it into a profitable establish- 
ment. And so he was notable in Wall 
street for the touch of life which he 
gave to dead things. But to the coun- 
try, before Panama, he was hid—a 
nameless man among the millions. 
When Mr. Cromwell went to Wash- 
ington to stop the United States from 
bullding a canal in Nicaragua, he was 
not personally acquainted with Senator 
Hanna. Sagacity was his introduction. 
Mr. Hanna had been doing with ships 
and waterways ever since his youth, and 
Mr. McKinley was President. The law- 
yer’s mastery of his facts and his di- 
rect manner of using them impressed 
the Senator and then the President and 
his Cabinet. The death of McKinley 
did not lessen the reputation of Crom- 
well at the White House. 

,As a testimony of the integrity and 
capability in which he was regarded 
with all interests concerned in the Pan- 
ama case it can be said that Mr. Crom- 
well at a critical stage of the negotla- 
tions wrote four sets of state papers for 
as many governments and all were en- 
tirely satisfactory. During one of his 
many visits to Washington he was 
stricken with typhoid fever and was 
put to bed at his hotel under the care 
of several physicians and nurses. Nev- 
ertheless, he kept accurately informed 
about the Panama proceedings in the 
Senate and wrote a twelve-page letter 
to Senator Hanna, in which he made 
An argument of the case in the latest 
phase of its development. The letter 
was written with a lead pencil under 
the coveriets of the bed and was smus- 
gled to Elmer Dover, who was Mr. 
Hanna’s secretary, and the doctors and 
nurses knew nothing about it. 

WORKS SEVENTY-TWO HOURS. 

Told of Mr. Cromwell's energy—that 
he will work straight away for seven- 
ty-two hours at a time, with only a lit- 
tle lunch now and then, and that he 
will begin to play on his pipe organ at 
9 o'clock at night and not stop until 2 
in the morning; told these things one 
sat and waited for him in his office and 
expected a hurricane—a banging of 
doors, a shiver of glass and consider- 
able physical demonstration. Just out- 
side, and down a story or two, flowed 
the human deluge which fills Wall 
street, whose springs, being in hazard 
and hope, are never dry. The condi- 
tions and the atmosphere were right 
for a theatrical entrance, a 

A rapid and nervous step and there 
appeared a serene and cheery counte- 
nance; upon a slender, carefully- 
dressed and unaffected man of medium 
height, with a shock of wavy, white 
hair, a short and grizzled mustache 
and steel-blue eyes. The glow of good 
blood was in his face. A prosperous 
philosopher? The signs were there. Or, 
perhaps, an essayist who writes be- 
cause he loves it and is not compelled 
to? 

The impression was not inconsistent. 
Just the same, he was, with his low, 
clear voice, his ane simplicity and his 
student’s bearing, one of the abBlest 
men of business in the world. Imag- 
inative? His flights prove it. But hard 
and practical. A fee of a million—re- 
port puts it at two millions and that 
may be so—is a witness that utility and 
the elegances sometimes wait upon 
each other. 

TELLS OF HIMSELF. 
“IT have no inclination to talk about 
myself,’ Mr*Cromwell said, but in re- 
‘ply to your question, I don't mind tell- 
ing you that I was born in New York 
City. My father removed to [Illinois 
and at the beginning of the Civil War 
went into an Illinois regiment and was 
promoted from time to time until he 
became its colonel. He was killed in 
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School and entered the office of Alger - 
non Sidney Sullivan.” 

“Did you have the usual struggle of 
the young lawyer?” 

“No; I can’t say that I had. Fortu- 
nately for me, Mr. Sullivan became my 
geod friend while I was a youngster in 
his office, took me into his confidence 
and his — and finally made me 
his partner. e was a great lawyer, 
and the Chesterfield of the New York 
bar. Born in Indianapolis, the son of 
a judge, he went to Cincinnatl, where 
he formed the friendship of Stanley 
Matthews, afterward a justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, and of 
William S. Groesbeck, who served in 
Congress, was one of President John- 
son’s counse! at the impeachment? trial. 
and the Presidential candidate of the 
Libera] Republicans in 1872 against 
Horace Greeley. Sullivan married 
Groesbeck’s daughter. but she died 
within a year, and, broken-hearted, he 
came to this city to escape familiar 
scenes which were painful to him. His 
ability, his character, and his personal 
qualities made him one of the leaders 


of the New York bar. Chaste in 
thought and speech, brilliant in his 


talents as a lawyer and an orator, he 
was, moreover, the most lovable man 
I have ever known. The purity of his 
life and the refinement of his presence 
made his office the workshop of gen- 
tlemen. He died in 1887 at the age ot 
59, but the influence of that good man 
endures to this day, and his memory, 
like a Gelicate perfume, sweetens the 
lives of those who knew him.” 
CHANGES LEGAL METHODS. 

“Has the practice of your, profession 
changed since you first came to the 
bar?” was asked, because Mr. Crom- 
well, going into Wall street as a yous 
man, and perceiving conditions whic 
he thought were obsolete and evil, es- 
tablished his own standards, and stood 
by them. 

“When I began as a lawyer I found 
a state of things which had always 
prevailed, and which now prevails in 
all civilized cogntries except the United 
States. I came into Wall street to 
work, and to do my work as well and 
as quickly as I knew how. I saw a 
great tide of lawyers flow up to the 
courthouse every morning and flow 
back to their offices at night. We dt 
‘little more than to tell our clients the 
‘aw, and having done so we closed our 
beoks, without counsel or coiperation. 
Law was a black art, as it is now in 
a large part of the world. When men 
disagreed and called in their lawyers 
the result was a battle in the courts. 
We fought and piled motion on mo- 
tion. The waste of time and money 
was frightful, and the outcome was not 
eatisfactory. Besides, the very worst 
characteristics in human nature were 
feveloped and increased. There was no 
evstem, no orsanization, in the offices 


bat and confusion would describe the 
cractice of law in those days. 
SETTLES OUT OF COURT. 

I thought of the swarms of lawyers 
going to court to litigate, to obstruct, 
and to delay, and concluded there was 
enother and better method. Why could 
not men be brought together, their dis- 
putes settled out of court quickly and 
economically. and to the moral advan- 
tage of all concerned? Other young 
lawyers grew weary of the ancien: 
methods, and gradually a more busi- 
ness-like procedure came into our prac- 
tice. When I look back and compare 
past conditions with those of today, } 
am proud of my profession. A lawyer 
must be a wise man, and must not 
alone know the law but must tell his 
client how to apply it. 

“The American lawyer meets those 
requirements. I say it in no boast, but 
the lawyers of New York and other 
American cities are not only useful in 
their professional capacity, but they 
have a wholesome influence upon the 
morality and conduct of the business 
of the country. They control more 
fully than I care to state the expansion 
and management of trade. commerce. 
and industry. They will fieht. of

So I may say 
that the lawyer of today strives to 


* out of court and to settle all N 
elan loss of time er money. 


of the most successful lawyers. Com- 


course, when rights are in teopardy. 


“It is repugnant to me to refer to 
myself, bet I can say, in decent mod- 
esty, that if I stand for any principle 
in the practice of law, it Is for the 
business-like settlement of disputes, 
for the development of the better and 
not the baser qualities in human char- 
neter. I have seen the sweeping 
changes, of which 1 have spoken and 
am proud of them. Furthermore, I 
have witnessed the organization of 
law offices into departments, with 
book-keepers, cashiers, clerks and di- 
visions for each kind of legal work. 
Order has come into the profession, 
and waste has stopped. The procession 
of litigious lawyers and pugnacious 
clients toward the courthouse has been 
broken up.” 
IMMENSE FEES EARNED. 

Then, attempting to remain within 
the proprieties, the vital and st- 
img subject of fees was touched upon. 
When he was 35 years old, Mr. Crom- 
well took hold of the affairs of Decker. 
Howell & Co., broken bankers in New 
York, owing $17,000,000, and in sixty 
days paid all their debts. His fee in 
this case was 000. The United 
States Steel Corporation, the cotton-oil 
trust, as it was called at one time, and 
the National Tube Company, must 
have paid him immense sums of money 
for his services to them. In Washing- 
ton rumor fixes his fee in the Panama 
Cons case at from $1,000,000 to $2,- 


000. 

“I don’t want to talk about fees,“ ne 
said. “I don't go into a case for fees 
they are an incident, that is all. I take 
a case for results, and quick results. 
It there is a wreck, save it. The com- 
mercial side of the profession is sec- 
ondary, or ought to be.“ ) 

“Do you remember vour first fee?” 

»I recollect my fret case; it was in 
connection with the Houston and Cen- 
tral Texas Railway. By good forture 
I had tmportant cases from the first. 
1 lived not far from Wal! street, and 
walked to my office every morning, 
and put in sixteen hours a day.” 


SAYS NO “TRUSTS” EXIST. 


“What about trusts; you have organ- 
ized them and ought to know?” 

There are no trusts, either in law or 
in fact. Party platforms, the news- 
papers and the public are sometimes 
careless in their use of words. Large 
capitalization, or the combination of 
many establishments into a single con- 
cern is not a trust, although it may 
be so defined in the loose talk 
or the time. The trust neip!« 
was old in England when the Standard 
nl Company adopted it, and improved 
upon it. A trust, such as the Standard 
became, and as all trusts must be, was 
the grouping of a number of like estab- 
lishments and the pooling of the shares 
of all the stockholders. 

“The shares having been pooled, that 
is put together, they were handed over 
to seven men who had no standing in 
law; they were irresponsible and un- 
controllable, and yet were autocratt: 
in their power. They could fix tnc 
prices of the product which they made, 
and could increase and decrease the 
manufacture of that product. Trust 
receipts were given to the original own- 
ers of the consolidated establishments 
and the seven trustees were absolute 
masters of the property thus giver 
into their management, You could look 
in vain for a law which made the 
trustees responsible for their acts to- 
ward the public. So trusts were a sert 
ous menace to the business interestr 
of this country. : 

„There were three great trusts in the 
United States at the same time—one 
in petroleum, one in sugar, and one in 
cotton-seed oll. We were the attorneys 
for the cotton-oll trust. Seeing the 
danger which threatened our cliente 
and the country, we brought about the 
dissolution of the trust, which was 
composed of 120 concerns, and made it 
into a lawful corporation, responsib's 
under the law, controllable, and safe. 
The petroleum and sugar trusts were 
also changed into corporations. 

CARPORATIONS LEGITIMATE. 

“IT am, therefore, wholly within ac- 
curacy when I say that there are no 
more trusts in the United States. There 
are large aggregations of capital, and 
they are not only necessary, but are 
permanent in the evolution which is

“You worked on the Panama Canal 
case for seven years?” : 

“Yes; it was absolutely given into 
my management by the French com-

“It was satisfactory; I will not say 
anything more than that.” 

ADVISES YOUNG MEN. 


“What word have you to give to the 


young men I only can 
that fair talents, great industry, yo 
tegrity and good acquaintanceship will 
win anywhere. It is impossible to tell 
any lawyer where he may succeed, but 
my advice, which ts general in its ap- 
plication, would be for him to find a 
place in a office, so that he may 
earn modern methods, and see for 
himself how business in this day is 
done. Moreover, the lawyer with wide 
opportunities gets a wide experience, 
and to each new case he brings the 
power and knowledge thus gained. 

“If a young man takes an office by 
himself he learns little of practical 
matters, and waiting for clients may 
dishearten him. There is always room 
for a man, if he is worthy in ability, 
habits and reputation. The world’s de- 
mand for good men of all kinds, for 
good merchants, good physicians and 
good lawyers is never supplied.“

“and I found in all the cities which I 
visited during the past two weeks, that 
they are considered a necessity and 
are conducted without the slightest op- 
position from any source, notwith- 
standing that in some places, Los An- 
geles, for instance, the finished me- 
chanic is graduated. 

“The system in vogue at Los Angeles 
is the most perfect that I have ever 
seen. At an expense of $300,000 a poly- 
technic high school has just been com- 
pleted and equipped, the building: be- 
ing devoted exclusively to manual 
training. The institution is the most 
complete in America, offering educa- 
tion to both boys and girls, the latter 
— dg the privilege of a thorough 
course in sewing and domestic science. 
There is also a commercial department 
perfect in every detail. In connection 
with the school there is a foundry, 
machine shop, wood-turning shop, car- 
penter shop, blackgmith shop, where 
the pupil is taught by experienced me- 
chanics to provide the finest forgings, 
and every branch of mechanics is 
taught thoroughly. Graduates from 
this institution, which is a part of the 
public educational system, are finished 
mechanics and artists in their partic- 
ular lines. 

That the public may have some idea 
of the popularity of the manual train- 
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Pure Food Commissioners, however.

During her investigations she learned 
borax and boric acid would preserve 
foodstuffa better than salt, and that 
they did not penetrate meat, fish, etc. 
Consequently these articles retained 
their original flavor and were far more 
palatable.

WATER BOARD. 


— 


New Board Disposed to Leave Exe- 
cution of Owens River Work to the 
Men Who Began It—Will Visit the 
Valley and See What the City Has 
and How to Bring Water Down. 


— —— 


The Board of Public Works, the Wa- 
ter Commissioners, the Mayor and the 
City Attorney held an informal con- 
ference on the water question yester- 
day, and decided that the preliminary 
work in Owens Valley shall be carried 
on by the Water Board until the Board 
of Public Works ascertains just what 
its duties and responsibilities are and 
to what extent it may be legal and de- 
sirable to delegate its supervisory au- 
thority. 

The conference was held after the 
regular meeting of the Water Board, 
which was attended by Commissioners 
Fay, Elliott, Sherman, Baker and 
Mead. The members of the Board of 
Public Works were introduced by 
Mayor McAleer, and Commissioner El- 
liot made to them a clear, succinct 
statement of what the Water Board 
has done so far to promote the Owens 
River enterprise. Mr. Elliot told how 
ex-Mayor Eaton and Superintendent 
Mulholland suggested the project as a 
solution of the water problem, and how 
the Mayor, the City Attorney and the 
Water Board examined the ground and 
approved the plan for securing rights 
to Owens River waters. 

“By personal inspection,” , 
Elliot, “we became convinced of the 
feasibility of Mr. Mulholland's plans, 
and we have neither seen nor heard 
anything since to change our opinion 
or shake our confidence in Mr. Mulhol- 
land’s judgment. The more we see and 

rn, the more certain we are that 
Mr. Mulholland is ht. The question 
for the Board of Public Works to de- 
termine is whether it will take full 
control of the work and attend to all 


the details, or entrust the execution of 


plans to the Water Board, and exercise 
supervisory powers over the expendi- 
ture of funds. If the Board of Public 
Works so desires, we will continue the 
work as we have been doing it, until 
the board can inquire into the whole 
subject and dec upon a general 
plan for carrying out the project. In 
three or four months the survey will 
be completed, and plans will be 
ready for submission to the best en- 
gineers whose services can be secured 
by the city. In this we are carrying 
out our original purpose and keeping 
our promise to the people.” 

Mr. Anderson, replying to Mr. Elliot,

Trust has Five Choice Sites and 


Looks for More—As High as $50,000 
Paid for Corners, and Efforts Made 


to Absorb Wholesalers—Wi!ll Make 
"pans Today. 


The invasion of the cigar trust in 
this city is to be fought by organized 
effort, and for this purpose a meeting 
of the local retailers of cigars and to- 
bacco will be held at Greenewald’s 
place at 2 o'clock this afternoon. An 
organization to protect the retailers 
from the encroachments of the trust 
ts to be formed. 
The trust, or rather the United Cigar 
Stores, has selected five locations from 
which to direct its campaign of driving 
independent dealers out of business. 
Its latest acquisitions are Desmond's 
clothing house, Third and Spring 
streets. and Mehesy's old 
and Spring. 
In the case of Desmond's the — 
failed to secure the storeroom of 
present occupant and forthwith *. — 
chased the site for $52,000. 
At the Mehesy corner the same condi- 
tions prevailed and an agent of the 
trust, finding that the present owner 
had a two-years’ lease, bought him out 
for a consideration of something like 
$3000, and then closed a deal for a 
lease of the entire building. 
which is now being remodeled to suit 
their purpose.
